(An Australian Parsonage.” By Mra. «

Anyone who looks at » map of Western 
. Australia cannot fail to observe that the | 
names upon its sbore-line belong-to threo 
different languages, French, Dutch,, and 
~ English names occur amongst the appelations 
of its capes, bays, and headlands, and, like 
the bricks in the chimney built by Jack 
Cade’s father, ‘tastify” to the nationality of 
the adventurous seamen who at distant'in- 
tervals’ surveyed the coust. There ‘seems, 
however, to be a probability that the existence 
of Australia was first surmised by the Portu-

Tho earivst 
pioneers of Western Australia, however, seom 
to have boen exclusively Dutoh, for its entire 
senboard ia in old maps. pareelled. out into 
separate “lands,” each of which ‘bears the 
name of a Dutchman or of his ship, Tasman’s 
Land, De Witt’s Land, Bndrachi’s . Land; 
Bdel’s Land, the Laud of Lyons (or Leeuwin), 
aud Nuyt's Land encircled what is now. call- 
ed Western Australi in a connected chain 
from its northorn boundary to ita extromo 
southeast limit, each link having had a ged- 
graphical existence before the middle of tho 
eeventeonth century, whilst os yet people 
made voyages of discovery .without chrono- 
Meters, and in vessels that were sometimes 
not many sizes bigger than a modern conat- 
guard cutter, ‘The-river, Swan became known 
to Europeans under the auspices of a Dutch 
commander, named William Vlaming, who, 
whor-cruising off Edol's J,and,. discovered, 
upon the 3rd of January, 1697, the mouth 
of o stroan much frequented by black 
awana, and an adjacent island that swarmed 
with kangaroo rats “Viaming “bestowed 
upon the island the. appropiate name’ of 
Hottnost, or the “rat's nest,” and chris- 
tened the stream the Black Swan.
